3. The Board will be a high powered policy making body 
and will decide priorities in the implementation of the various 
flood control schemes. The Board will accord sanction to 
estimates and approve the allocation of funds. 

4. 1 he Board will frame its own rules of business. 

5. For preparing a comprehensive plan of the flood control 
of the valley and for execution of works the Assam Govern- 
ment will set up a wholo-time organisation viz., Brahma- 
putra Flood Control Commission, The Chairman of the 
Brahmaputra Flood Control Commission will be an ex-officio 
Member of the Brahmaputra Flood Control Board. 

6. The Government of Assam will also set up a Board of 
Technical Consultants to review the work of the Commission 
and to advise on the problems that may arise during pin li- 
ning, design and execution of flood control schemes. The 
Chairman of this Board will be nominated by the Chairman 
of the Brahmaputra Flood Control Board.
